Plain that the lack of transportation 
facilities has retarded the growth of thi 
place, 
of the schoo! children.

of the present situation, it has been as- 
serted, is to prevent the development of 
industries, force real estate to be sold 
for less than its assessed value, and to 
-drive many of tlie best type of working 
citizens away from the district. It has 
been claimed that the transportation fa- 
cilities for Jamaica Plain are inferior 
to those that existed before the elevated

Mayor Fitzgerald was one of the strong 
advocates of the proposed Green street 
Btation, as were Congressman Andrew .J. 
~ Peters, Robert N. Morse, Col. Thomas L. 
Livermore and others. It was empha- 
sized by speakers at the last hearing 
that the presence of the Elevated struc- 
ture with its noise and the consequent 
depreciation of property is a burdea upon 
the district for which there should be 
Bome adquate return in the form of sta- 
tion conveniences. 

The views of the board are stated as 
follows: 

“On June 21, 1905, the 
petitions of the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company for approval of plans for, the 
extension of its elevated structure to 
Forest Hills, approved certain plans, pro. 
viding, among other things, for an inter 
mediate station at Egleston Square.

Since that time opportunity has been af- 
forded for a study of both elevated and 
surface service in this section of the 
tity, taken in connection with each other 
and in relation to the system as a 
whole.” 

On the petition of selectmen of Water- 
town relative to service on the Boston 
Elevated railway, the commission recom- 
mends the restoration of cars over Mount 
Auburn street to the subway in Boston. 
It denies their petition for a spur track 
from Mount Auburn street into Bige- 
low avenue to the Hood Rubber Com- 
pany'’s factory. 

The board denies the petition of the 
gelectmen of North Reading for a recom. 
mendation that the fare limit now fixed 
at Walnut Corner in that town be ex- 
tended to a more northerly point to 
enable persons traveling from Reading 
to reach Martins poind, so-called, in 
North Reading by a continuous ride for 
a five-cent fare.

The 
workshops in course of construction for 
Mr. White at Park Roval are not suffi- 
ciently advanced so that the aeroplane 
is being made at a special factory in 
London. 

It is the aviator’s intention to intro- 
duce in this new aeroplane as many as 
possible of the improvements which, ow- 
ing to his recent experience he considers 
advisable. To quotg one, Mr. White 
found that, when starting with sufficient 
petrol on his Farman biplane for a long 
journey, his speed was decreased owing 
to the tail of the machine being too low 
during the first part of the flight. This 
defect is to be remedied in the new 
aeroplane by an_ ingenious device 
through which it will be possible to 
regulate the balance of the acroplane 
during flight. 

A special feature of the new aero- 
plane will be the landing mechanism, 
which will be of a somewhat novel and, 
it is hoped, more efficient design; also, 
the aeroplane will be fitted with only 
two balancing ailerons, instead of four, 
as is usually the case. 

With regard to the motive power of 
the new aeroplane, Mr. White hag al- 


ready received special engines from more 


than one British manufacturer, with the 
request that he should give them a trial, 
This Mr. White said he is perfectly will- 
ing to do, and that he will eventually se- 
lect the one which best stands a long 
and practical trial. 

Referring to the details of his jour- 
ney to Paris, the well-known aviator 
stated that he expected to start from a 
point to the southeast of London, and 


that he expected to make #he journey 
with only two stops, the first one to be 
at Folkestone. The journey to Folke- 
stone would, in all probability, take just 
over an hour. From Folkestone Mr. 
White expects to make a two hours’ 
flight, landing somewhere in France be- 
tween the coast and Paris, after which a 
further flight of two hours would take 
him to the French capital. Mr. White 
pointed out that, while he expected to 
be actually in the air for five hours, it 
would take seven hours to do the same 
trip by train and steamer.

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SUMMARY OF THE THEATRICAL YEAR 


Il.—Plays by Foreign Writers. 

America provides a ready market for 
plays by foreign authors. 
comedies, farces and operettas that are 
in any way suitable or adaptable to) 
American stage conditions are eagerly | 
snapped up by theatrical producers in 
this country to help supply the demand 
for theatrical entertainments needed to 
fill the vast number of playhouses that 
dot our continent. 

It in to these foreign plays that much 
of the improvement in American-made 
plays is due. Our writers learn of the 
masterly technic displayed by the ma- 
jority of the foreign writers, and adapt 
this knowledge to their own methods of 
work with the resulting great improve- 
ment of our plays. In their dramatic 
compositions Americans are noted more 
for their ideas than their form, but there 
is no reason why our native plays should 
not be as admirable in manner as they 
are in matter. The continued produc- 
tion in this country of well written for- 
eign plays will mean a constant improve- 
ment in the technical quality of the na- 
tive product. 

Sir Arthur Wing Pinero, the foremost 
English dramatist of our time, con- 
tinned on the gloomy way that he has 
been pursuing in the dissection of human 
vices and foibles in the last dozen years 
or more and produced his powerful 
drama of family life, “Mid-Channel,” 
which showed the effect upon husband 
and wife of a life of constant bickering 
and the wreck that came upon their 
happiness through their unwillingness to 
do their full duty to each other and to 
society. The knighted dramatist in this 
play shows himself to have attained a 
command of his art second only to his 

master, Ibsen, but has not yet succeeded 
in getting his auditors to feel quite the 
sense of moral exaltation when wit- 
nessing his plays that one gets from 
even the most morbid of the grim Nor- 
wegian’s dramas. 

Stephen Phillips’ “Herod” proved A 
moving spectacular tragedy in blank 
verse, a form now rare on the Eng\¥sh- 
speaking stage. William Faversham can 
be forgiven for miscasting himself in the 
title role for his courage in producing the 
drama at all. 

The greatest popular success of the 
season by a foreign play was achieved 
by Jerome K. Jerome’s unique “modern 
morality play” “The Passing of the 
Third Floor Back,” which was -acted 
for 27 weeks at the Maxine liott 
theater, New York. Next season 
it will go on a tour of the country. It 
is the general opinion that the success of 
the play is almost wholly due to the 
ennobling art of the chief player, Forbes- 
Robertson, an actor who has in. himself 
a quality of spirituality that glorifies 
every part in which he appears. Dra- 
maturgically speaking, “The Passing of 
the Third Floor Back” is a poor thing, a 
string of platitudinous incidents loosely 
joined. by careless, almost reckless, con- 
struction. But such is the effect of the 
altruism of the theme as it shines 
through the illuminating art of the chief 
player that the play is undoubtedly the 
most successful of all the modern so- 
called miracle plays. The action of the 
play shows the reformation of a house- 
ful of selfish and vicious people follow- 
ing their acquaintance with a mysterious 
stranger who lives a Christly life among 
them. 

“Don,” a~comedy by Rudolph Besier, 
a new English writer, was produced with 
success by the New theater company, 
and play ed by that organization on tour. 
Starting out almost as a farce, the play 
- before its end proved to be a philo- 
sophical comedy with a genuine arraign- 
ment of the unbelief of those who can 
give others credit for having no better 
motives than their own. 

In “Strife,” also produced by the New 
theater company, Americans had an op- 
portunity to see a second drama by John 

Galsworthy, author of “The Silver Box,” 
 @ play given in New York a few seasons 
ago by Miss Ethel Barrymore. “Strife” 
is a capital and labor play which con- 
siders both sides of labor struggles. 
It showed an industrial dispute which 
caused great suffering on both sides, end- 
ing with an agreement by both parties 
to the very terms over which they were 
disputing. The drama was profoundly 
moving, and especially interesting in 
that the author had not bothered with 
the fee-fi-fo-fum of conventional drama- 
tic suspense and climax, but had written 
his play in direct imitation of life.

“The Chocolate Soldier,” 
with libretto from Bernard Shaw’s 
“Arms and the Man,” and music by 
Oscar Strauss, is still running in New 
York after a full season of performances, 
A close rival in popularity and length 
of run is “The Dollar Princess,” a tune- 
ful and merry operetta from Vienna 
which has long been popular in Austria 
and Germany. The heroine of this piece 
is an American girl whose father has a 
passion for engaging impoverished for- 
eign dukes as servants. Another popu- 
lar piece came from LEngland. It’ is 
called “The Arcadians,” and shows, the 
efforts of the inhabitants of a pastoral 
Illyria to reform present-day London. 
Of lesser interest has been “The Belle of 
Brittany” and a number of other im- 
ported musical plays of the conventional 
sort.

PARADE PLAN READY 


FOR MEMORIAL DAY 


Boston’s workhorse parade, an annual | 


feature on May 30, will be bigger and 
more spectacuJar this year than ever 


before, according to present plans which 
are now practically. complete. A new 
class has been added this year, which 
will include horses that have been res- 
cued, and with kindly care made sleek 
and handsome looking animals. “Tom” 
from the Redacre farm in Stow, Mass.. 
will be a striking example in the parade 
of what this will do. “Tom” was pur- 
chased for $15, although he was only a 
six-year old, taken to the haven at 
Stow, and today would not scarcely be 
recognized as the same horse by his 
former owner. “Dan,” a _ sorrel fire 
horse, formerly used by the late Chief 
Cheswell of the Boston fire department, 
will ‘also be in the parade in this class, 
as an example of the humane work done 
at Redacre farm. Another particularly 
striking instance of this farm's work is 
to, be found in “Bess,” who will also 
be found in the ranks of the new class. 
“Bess” was badlt¥ used by careless and 
thoughtless drivers when she was pur- 
chased for $75. An offer of $300 was 
recently refused for her by -her present 
owner. 

There will be an unusually large num- 
ber of six-horse hitches this year. 8. 8, 
Pierce & Co. will have two, and the Wal- 
worth Manufacturing Company the same 
number. Several fine four-horse teams 
have already been entered, among them 
being four grays by R. A. Kennett, mar- 
ket truckmren; four blacks by R. J.

Horses that 
pull heavy express wagons at a lively 
clip all day will be prominent this year, 
as half a hundred of this class are to be 
in the line of march. The prizes in this 
class are blankets and money, the former 
donated by Mark Cross, Hill & Hill, and 
James Forbes Sons. 

Silver medals are also the rewards for 
the best work in the driving competition 
for four and six-hand teams, which con- 
test has a place on the program. This 
contest is a new feature this year. 

A number of contributions have al- 
ready been received by the Boston Work- 
horse Parade Association to defray the 
incidental expenses in connection with 
the parade on Monday. A considerable 
gum is still needed, however, but it is ex- 
pected that this will be forthcoming be- 
fore May 30. 

The judges for the contest are the 
game in each class year after year, so 
that they become familiar with the driv- 
ers and the horses. There are about 70 
judges in all, four of which come from 
Maine, two from Vermont, three from 
New Hampshire, four or five from Rhode 
Island, one from Albany, N. Y., and the 
rest from Boston and vicinity.

The Guggenheims had constructed a rail- 
road grade in the canyon and had after- 
ward abandoned it. Men of Valdez or- 
ganized the Alaska Home Railway Com- 
pany and announced their intention of 
taking possession of the grade. The 
Guggenheims sent up a force of men to 
work on the grade and Valdez des- 

tched an expedition to dislodge them. 

he Guggenheim force was led by Ed- 
ward Hasey, who was clothed with the 
power of a United States deputy mar- 
shal, a fact that is pointed out as an 
evidence of the alleged favor with which 
the magnates were regarded by the 
court. 

When the Valdez delegation appeared 

the Guggenheim army under the leader- 
- ship of Hasey opened fire. Two men were 
killed and three wounded. Hasey. was 
tried at Juneau on the charge of murder 
in January and February, 1908, and was 
- acquitted. A year latér he was placed 
upon trial on the charge of assault with 
a deadly weapon, was convicted and sen- 
tenced to serve 18 months in the Wash- 
ington‘ penitentiary. Former Marshal 
Sutherland submitted to the committee 
a Ii¢tter written by the counsel for Hasey 
to the Guggenheim agent at Seattle. 
With it he also presented a file of bills 
amounting to $1800 paid to one of the 
Guggenheim witnesses at the first trial 
of Hasey. The bills, it is alleged, showed 
in detail how the money had been spent 
for the “entertainment of jurors and wit- 
nesses” in the first trial. That was the 
trial in which Hasey was acquitted. The 
letter stated that the man who had ex- 
pended the money in behalf of Hasey 
had been of great assistance. The bills 
had been approved and paid by- the 
Guggenheim agent at Seattle. H. J. 
Douglass, who was auditor for the Gug- 
genheims at Valdez until he left their 
service a few months ago, is reported to 
have furnished these papers to Messrs. 
Boyce & Sutherland, so Mr. Douglass tes- 
tified before the committee in secret ses- 
sion. ° 
It is reported the effort of Messrs. 
Boyce and Sutherland to get evidence to 
- gonvict the man alleged to have tam- 
. pered with jurors and witnesses and one 
or two others Involved was the cause of 
-the-movemert that led to their dis- 
missal. 

Charges were filed against Messrs. 
Boyce and Sutherland with tbe depart- 
ment of justice last November. It ap- 
peared that there had been a fight at 
Juneau between Editor A. R. O’Brien 
of the Record, owned by Hoggatt and E. 
C. Russell, editor of the rival paper, in 
‘which Delegate Wickersham is said to 
have an interest. Mr. O’Brien was ar- 
rested, pleaded guilty and was fined. 

Mr. Boyce then procured the indict- 

ment of the clerk of the federal court, a 
jury commissioner and a merchant on 
‘the ground that they had attempted to 
rescue Mr. O’Brien from a policemen. At 
the trial of one of the court clerks it 
Was asserted that the trio had urged 
Mr. O’Brien not to resist arrest. The 
clerk was acquitted and the other two 
cases dropped. Then Messrs. Hoggatt 
and Shackleford preferred charges of 
procuring indictments for malicious rea- 
sons and abuse of power to discredit the 
rival Republican faction against Messrs. 
. Beyce and Sutherland. 
They were referred to Governor Clark 
‘ by the department of justice for investi- 
' gation. He recommended the dismissal 
of Messrs. Boyce and Sutherland and ‘his 
recommendation was adopted. When 
their successors were named the two men 
filed a protest and the nominations of 
their successors are held up by the Sen- 
ate judiciary committee pending this in- 
vestigation. 

Messrs. Clark, Hoggatt and Shackle- 
ford contend that the Hasey case has 
nothing to do with the‘ dismissal of 
the tw. officials. They say if the latter 
had the eviderice of jury fixing before 
last February they should have given 
it to the grand jury. If they got it 
subsequently it could have no bearing 
on the case.

tion. Especially beautiful is a specimen 
of the dendrobium alba, which has nearly 
200 blossoms and is bush-like in growth, 
a rare form of orchids. 

In one corner of the main hall a large 
bank of Central American air plants are 
leing installed. They bear no flowers, 
lit. are extremely beautiful in the mark- 
ing of the leaves. 

The size of the individual exhibits will 
be a surprise to the visitors, as those 
that are competing in class one cover 
41) square feet each, and in every case 
eecupy one of the numerous broad al- 
coves in the exhibition hall or square 
spaces in the lecture hall. In the smaller 
hall cut specimens will be exhibited. One 
fancier has backed his vases of speci- 
mins With a great square of dark green 
velvet. 

Apart from the orchids the supple- 
mentary exhibition of rare plants and 
flowers comprises a most beautiful ex- 
hibition in itself. 

Prot. Charles §&. 
buted the finest specimens from his 
famious collection of azaleas. These 
have been disposed in three beds, the 
pots being sunk into the earth, giving 
an effect of a broad garden to the main 
exhibition hall.

Sargent has contri- 


red azalea provides a 
strong feature at the back, and leading 
up to that are some 25 specimens of the 
finest plants of this species known. Some 
of the largest of these approach the 
proportions of small trees, and have 
been in the Sargent family for upward 
of 60 years. 

Against the end of the great hall is 
a magniticeht bank of cocoanut palms 
from Belgium, every plant of fhich ap- 
pears to be a perfect specimen. Another 
aleove is occupied by a display from the 
Hiarvard botanical gardens of rare trop- 
ical plants. Hanging from the music 
balcony are festoons of pitcher plants. 

(mn the platfogm of the lecture hall 
are the group of rare Chinese plants and 
shrubs in the acclimatization of which 
Protessor Sargent is interested.

(iwners of plants of which there are 
ouly one or two specimens in existence 
are especially anxious regarding their 
orchids. One fancier declared that he 
would keep his special rarity in the Hor- 
ticultural Society safe.

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place near Poughkeepsie, where he will 
replenish his supply of gasoline. The 
field is about a mile and a half south 
of Poughkeepsie on the estate of W. F. 
Gill, who will display a flag to help in 
picking out the place. 

The machine is practically a new one. 
Mr. Curtiss used it once in‘ his flights 
in Texas. It was built in Hammondsport 
and has been thoroughly tried out. Mr. 
Curtiss in his recent trips up and down 
the Hudson made a comprehensive study 
of air currents and conditions in the 
lower regions of the Catskills and among 
the Hludson highlands. He found that 
the winds shoot in and out between the 
mountain ranges very much after the 
fashion that they do among the sky- 
scrapers of New York. 

Mr. Curtiss’ machine is equipped with 
rubber bags and airtight compartments, 
so that it will float readily. From 12 to 
15 gallons of gasoline is the amount Mr. 
Curtiss will take with him when he leaves 
Albany. Fifteen gallons. more are stored 
at the landing place near Poughkeepsie.

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FORESHADOWS A 
GOLD MOVEMENT 
ACROSS BORDER 


Rather Unusual Development 
in Canadian Money Market 
at This Period—Exodus of 
Labor Indicated. 


FUNDS FOR CROPS 


NEW YORK—New York exchange at 
Montreal, which before stood at 15% 
rents premium, has dropped this week 
78% cents to 62% cents discount. This 
Indicates an accumulation of New York 
funds in Canada and foreshadows a 
movement of gold across the border 
from here. _Already a shipment of $100,- 
000 to Montreal has been made. Such a 
development in the Canadian money 
market at this time is rather unusual. 

Movement of crops in Canada always 
calls for gold from New York. Owing 
to early frost in the Northwest farmers 
start their wheat to market earlier than 
in this country. But the first demands 
do not come usually until about the end 
of June. 
pears a month or more earlier. 

The explanation touches or a situa- 
tion that has been engaging attention 
for a year or more past, namely, the 
steady exodus of labor across the border 
and consequent flow of United States 
money into Canada. 

It is true that Canadian banks have al- 
ways had large balances out in loans in 
New York and other large cities here, but 
it is becoming equally apparent that a 
considerable amount of United States 
money is being invested in Canada. It 
would seem that there is now more 
United States money invested in Cana- 
dian enterprises than Canadian banks 
have on deposit here. . 

Most of this money is supplied by 

Boston and Philadelphia capitalists and 
New York capital is somewhat tardy in 
seeking investment in the Dominion. Can- 
adian banks have something like. $200,- 
000,000 on deposit in New York, while 
United States capital invested in Cana- 
dian industrial enterprises aggregates 
$304,000,000. In Saskatchewan, Alberta 
and British Columbia American capital 
is going heavily into timber properties 
and development of mineral and coal 
_ mines. 
It is not surprising that there should 
_be an increasing demand for our gold to 
satisfy accumulation of drafts that arise 
from this movement.

EARNINGS OF MASSACHUSETTS 
ELECTRIC BREAKING RECORDS 


Understood That Back Dividends Will’ Not Be Paid to 
Stockholders Until Reconstruction Work Has Been 
Completed—Liberal Amounts for Maintenance. 


, 


more than $252,000 over the correspond- 
ing period of last year, while the surplus 
after charges and taxes was some $225,- 
000 higher than that reported on March 
31, 1909. In view of the unusually 
favorable net showing, it ig obvious that 
a new high record in this respect will be 
establiahed for the 12 months to end 
Sept. 30 next, as present indications are 
for continued improvement in both gross 
and net. 

Last year the surplus of the operating 
companies was equal to approximately 
54 per cent on the preferred stock of 
the holding company, as compared with 
@ trifle under 5 per cent in the year pre- 
vious. Therefore, if the improvement in 
net shown fof the first half of the year 
is maintained during the last half, a 
considerably larger percentage will be 
shown available for. that issue than a 
year ago. 

The secret of so favorable a net show- 
ing ag that outlined above is explained 
by the fact that maintenance disburse- 
ments from earnings have been on an ex- 
ceptionally liberal scale for a number 
of years past. The result has been to 
materially lessen the actual operating 
costs which are now canes to be at 
& minimum level. 

In addition to liberal maintenance al- 
lowances, it has also been the policy 
of the management to expend liberally 
for construction and reconstruction, the 
total so devoted up to the close of the 
last fiscal period having been in the 
neighborhood of $20,000,000. A portion 
of this sum has been taken from surplus 
‘earnings, the amount so utilized since 
the various properties were taken over 
iby the holding company having been 
pretty close to $2,000,000. The custom 
has been to turn all surplus earnings 
back into the properties. 

The appended table shows the amounts 
that have been devoted from surplus 
earnings for reconstruction yearly since 
the holding company was formed:

The declaration of a semi-annual divi- 
dend of 2 per cent on the preferred stock 
of the Massachusetts Electric Companies 
eliminates further accumulation of divi- 
dends on that ‘issue, thus leaving the

The last previous semi-annual 2 per 
cent dividend was paid in July, 1904, 
from which date payments were sus- 
pended until the fall of 1908, whea they 
were resumed on a basis-of 2 per cent. 
The following July the basis was made 
3 per cent and six months ago 3% per 
cent. It may be understood that the 
companies will be able to maintain the 
dividend on a regular 4 per cent per 
annum basis so that the next develop- 
ment in the dividend topic will be the 
payment of the $3,648,938 or 17% per 
cent of back dividends. These will not 
be considered for at least two years, or 
until .the period of reconstruction is 
practically completed. 

Current earnings of the Massachusetts 
Electric Companies are at recordsbreak- 
ing volume, there having been an_in- 
crease in gross returns for April of 
$53,800, or 9.8 per cent, as compared 
with the corresponding period of the 
year previous. In March, it will be re- 
called, the-gain in this item was in the 
neighborhood of 114% per cept, and in 
February a trifle more than 6 per cent, 
so that it is evident that the compariy 
is enjoying a period of prosperity never 
before exceeded in its history. 

This favorable showing, however, is 
not surprising to students of past opera- | 
tions of tlie companies, as for a number 
of years past there has been a gradual 
expansion in both gross and net revenues, 
the total gross returns having touched 
the $8,000,000 mark during the 12 months 
ended Sept 30 last. 

The March increase in gross earnings, 
mentioned above, was the largest for 
any single month thus far reported in 
the current fiscal period, with the excep- 
tion of October, when the amount of gain 
was $60,400 but the percentage of im- 
provement for March was even greater 
than that shown for October. Earnings 
of the companies for the six months 
ended March 31 last were the more note- 
worthy when consideration is given to 
the fact that they are in comparison with 
liberal monthly gains in the year pre- 
vious, with the exception of October and 
November,.1908, when losses were sus- 
tained. 

For the first half of the current fiscal 
period gross earnings of, the company 
expanded approximately $300,000, which 
compares With a gain of some $53,500 
for the half-year ended March 31, 1909. 

The gain in gross for the half-year was 
equal to 9 per cent, as compared with 
about 1% per cent in the same six 
months of the preceding year. This is 
the largest increase in gross earnings 
for the first half of a given fiscal period 
since 1906, when the gain was about 
$330,000, or approximately 12 per cent. 

In the appended table will be noted the 
monthly and half-yearly increases in 
gross earnings, together with their re- 
spective percentages of improvement for 
each of the last five six-month periods 
ended March 31:

Obviously it has been the cuingdinn 
liberal disbursements from earnings that 
have hindered the payment of back divi- 
dends on the preferred stock of the hold- 
ing company, ag it has prevented higher 
rates of dividends on the common stocks 
of the operating companies and in turn 
less income for the holding company. 
With regard to the possibility of paying 
up back dividends on the preferred stock 
of the holding company, interests in close 
touch with the situation maintain that 
such a development will not occur for 
some time to come, as the present cam- 
paign of improvements and construction 
will doubtless not be completed for at 
least a couple of years to come. It is 
recognized, however, that when this im- 
portant obstacle is out of the way, the 
benefits to be derived in future operations 
of the system will be very noticeable. 

During the past, say nine years, the 
Massachusetts Electric (operating) Com- 
panies have enjoyed a gradual, though 
not spectacular improvement in gross and 
net earnings, the largest net in history 
having been shown for the 12 months 
ended Sept. 30, 1909. It will be recalled 
that operating expenses have been grad- 
ually diminishing in proportionAo gross 
revenues for some time past, the ratio 
in the 1909 fiscal period having been“the 
lowest shown in a number of years.

attending a baseball game, the critics of 
his inaptitude for securing for himself 
and his administration the necessary 
amount of public attention. declare that 
when it comes to a matter of setting 
forth in the public prints the fact that 
he is a real, a forceful and faithful ex- 
ecutive, he lacks the qualifications in 
which former President Roosevelt fairly 
reveled. 

“Whoever would connect Mr. Taft 
with the word ‘strenuosity’ or picture 
him swinging a ‘big stick’?” queried a 
prominent politician here. “The public 
has been educated through the press to 
look upon him as a good-natured, golf- 
playing, smiling, gallivanter-about-the- 
eccuntry, while his serious side as a 
thoughtful, hopeful chief executive of 
the nation has been forced to the back- 
ground.”

He was preparing the way 
far precisely the kind of explosion which 
finally came. The fact that Attorney 
Lawler had prepared the memorandum 
exonerating Secretary Ballinger was 


made known by the attorney-general only 


after it was definitely stated that Stenog- 
rapher Kerby had decided to tell the 
whole story. Another stenographer from 
Mr. Ballinger’s office was hurried to Mr. 
Kerby’s house, upon the information that 
the latter had decided to tell everything. 
Mr. Kerby admitted it was true. Within 
two or three hours after that the at- 
torney-general hustied to Congress the 
Lawler memorandum, saying that it had 
been overlooked up to that time.

PROVIDENCE, R. I.—The  stgte 
board of agriculture has adopted a plan 
“by which it is hoped that the many 
abandoned farming tracts throughout 
Rhode Island may be reclaimed and 
made to vield fruit and vegetables. The 
campaign aims to bring back to its for- 
mer. fértile state property which has 
been given up. 

For ‘years Rhode Island’s tables have 
been supplied, it is claimed, from other 
sections of the country, when there is 
land enough of good quality here to 
yield a goodly proportion of vegstables 
and fruits for the local market. , 

The state board now asks the owners 
of all farming tracts who wish to sell 
to send in their names, witha descrip- 
tion of the property, its equipniént and 
what possibilities it possesses. In this 
way the board believes it will be able 
to bring porspective pur¢hasers and sell- 
‘ers together.

Pepys and the Comet 


They were watching for the comet in 
Pepys’ time, just as many of us are 
doing at present. On December 21, 1664, 
the diarist records: Pal Lord Sandwich 
this day writes me Word that he hath 
seen at Portsmouth the comet, and says 
it is the most extraordinary thing he 
ever saw.” Again, three days later, he 
writes: “Having sat up all night till 
past two o'clock this morning, our porter 
being appointed, comes and tells us that 
the bellman tells him that the star is 
seen upon Tower Hill; so I and my boy 
to Tower Hill, it being a most fine, 
bright, moonshine night, and a great 
frost, but no comet to be seen.”

The first surprise 
and disappointment came to the public when 
| it was discovered that instead of reducing 
——————~ the “pork barrel” appropriations in the river 
and harbor bill the Senate approved them all and actually increased 
them by approximately $12,000,000. With relation to other supply 
measures it has been equally derelict, the next most conspicuous 
instance being the naval appropriation bill just passed. As reported 
to the House this bill called for $129,000,000; as passed by the 
Senate it calls for $134,000,000. Not a single item was reduced 
by the upper chamber, but several items were increased. It was 
afforded the opportunity of cutting out one of the two battleships 
provided for at a cost of $12,500,000 each, but refused to do so. 
‘he House declined to authorize the construction this year of any 
new destroyers; the Senate amended the bill so as to provide for six 
at a cost of $750,000 each, and added an additional submarine at a 
cost of $500, 000. 

The additions do not make such an enormous sum when the 
total expenditures of the government are considered, and neither is 
there, nor should there be, a disposition to place unreasonable restric- 
tions upon the Senate. The disappointing thing is. that it is not 
acting up to the expectations of the public as a conservative body, 
that it does not exercise its right to place a check upon extravagance 
in the House, and that it 1s manifestly out of touch with the popular 
demand for economy in administration. In following its present 
course the Republican Senate is simply paving the way. for’ an 
upheaval. 
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THE constitutional amendment which Governor Sanders has 
signed submitting to the voters of Louisiana the proposal of a 
$4,000,000 tax in support of the proposed World’s Panama Exposi- 
tion at New Orleans in 1915 makes that city’s prospects for securing 
the show very “fair.”” The process of voting taxes first and paying 
them sometime later makes the matter of raising money a much easier 
undertaking than it would be if the cash had to accompany the 
ballots. 


Civics has long been taught in the lower as 
well as in the upper grades of the public 
schools in many parts of the country, but, 
in either case, and as a rule, the course has 
had to do with matters afar off rather than 
near. The children, that is, have been 
taught much about the\state and national 
governments, and much about government 
abroad, ancient and modern, but very little 
about the local government under which 
their fathers live and pay taxes. Mrs. Ella Flagg Young, superin- 
tendent of the public schools of Chicago, was among the earliest to 
take issue with this system, and, by eliminating some of the more 
ornamental and less useful studies, she has succeeded in installing 
a course that is very appropriately and expressively called “Chicago.” 
The result is the children of Chicago are now being taught as much 
about their own city as they were formerly taught about Athens and 
Rome, St. Petersburg and C onstantinople, London, Paris and Berlin. 

The school board of Newark, N. J., has now decided to intro- 
duce the home-town course. Mounted maps of Newark are to be 
hung in all the class-rooms of the primary and grammar grades, and 
the children must hereafter study them so closely as to be able to 
draw sectional maps of the city, to locate:prominent buildings, insti- 
tutions, railroad and trolley lines. Later, the children will be 
required to learn all about the municipal gov ernment. 

Surely this is very sensible, and a plan that other towns and 
cities of the country will do well to consider carefully. Ignorance 
of the average voter with regard to the simplest matters concerning 
his own local government has been one of the principal causes of 
inefficient, extravagant and corrupt’ municipal government in this 
country. The new instruction may prove to be the short way to 
better things.

instituted by Secretary Meyer. It was due largely to the memorable 
round-the-world cruise of the Atlantic fleet. 

Secretary Meyer caused. special attention to be paid to repairs 
on shipboard. He instituted a system of periods of repair following 
every period of cruising. To carry out this idea to its greatest 
advantage, foundries are being established on all the ships. As an 
instance of what is being accomplished, it is stated that a gear wheel 
234 inches in diameter was recently cast and finished in the repair 
sh at on board the North Carolina. 

As a result of the reform, our naval vessels will be kept from 
rapidly running down, for under the repair system the entire fleet 
will be constantly in a state of preservation. Under the old system a 
ship did not go to the navy yard until the machinery absolutely 
demanded it. The saving in money by repairs on board is exceeded 
in the great saving in time otherwise necessary for putting into port. 
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The value of this reform in case of war is almost beyond estimate. 
The ships will constantly be ready, and with the repair shops on 
board, together with the new saving due to the use of oil as auxiliary 
to coal, the endurance of the fleet will be very materially increased. 
Efficiency and economy here go hand in hand.

Brothers tic Association, whose chief purpose is 
declared to be to bring about a more effec- 
tive handling of local aviation affairs. 
Under its auspices it is expected that outside 
cities will be able to hold independent meets and by engaging non- 
infringing machines may ignore the two Qhio inventors, whose 
present agreement with the Aero Club of America makes it impos- 
sible for any city to hold an aviation meet under alsanction from the 
Aero Club without a license from the Wright brothers. 

America owes a large debt to the Wrights for the advance made 
in aeronautics through their clever and persistent endeavors in inven- 
tion and air flights and the credit their success has brought to their 
home land. As The Monitor has already insisted, they should be 
protected from infringements on their patents; the public will be 
glad to see them reap a financial reward in keeping with their 
ingenuity and their enterprise. But when it comes to an alleged 
monopoly of the air, that is quite another matter. So great is the 
inportance of this new means of travel and so deep and widespread 
is the interest in its development that the field should be maintained 
free and open in every possible way. 

This is an infant industry, but we do not wish to have it protect- 
ed so carefully as to bar out all competition. The Wrights should be 
able to meet-their rivals and still make money. The people desire to 
see all the different types of aeroplanes, foreign as well as American, 
and they are likely to have their wishes gratified. This new associa- 
tion is not necessarily antagonistic to the Wrights; it may do a good 
service, which the public will uphold, if it helps to keep the way clear 
for other inventors.

Thus learning its power, it gained courage 
to declare its independence of Spain after having remained loyal 
notwithstanding harsh treatment and at a time when revolts were 
taking place in the northern dependencies. It was not until 1842 
that Spain consented to recognize Argentine independence, which 
really began on May 25, 1810, with the formation of the provisional 
government of the provinces of the Rio de la Plata. 

Today Buenos Aires is one of the finest cities of the new 
world. Argentina is making wonderful material progress, taking 
rank as one of the rich and prospectively powerful nations of the 
earth. The fair just opened is but one of four international exposi- 
tions, besides four congresses, including the Pan-American, which 
will mark the centenary observance. The United States has a 
squadron of war vesSels at Buenos Aires in honor of the occasion. 
In one of its shipyards was laid also on the twenty-fitth the keel of 
a dreadnought for Argentina. Although thus adding to her fighting 
abilities,we shall yet make every endeavor to promote peace between 
her and all the world.

connected are the fundamental policies, political and economical, of 
the two peoples. 

These states, united as they truly are in name and fact, are 
nevertheless composed as to individuals of many men of many races, 
all of whom have borne their honorable share in buildi: ng a govern- 
ment that would be at once stable and pliant, firm yet not rigid. 
To deny the great part that these men of various bloods coming to 
our shores have played and still can play in the affairs of our country 
would be foolish and uncandid, but it would be equally uneandid if 
we tried to overlook the fact that the scheme of the daily life of the 
people and the conduct of its municipal affairs is fashioned on prece- 
dents that come from England, and that today that country is the 
storehouse of the beginnings of our civil history and of our principles 
of private law. 

A Portuguese mill hand in Providence cannot sue for damages 
for personal negligence without using principles and forms that 
were familiar to Judge Paston, as, mail-clad, he sptashed through 
the Norfolk lanes upon the business of the King’s assize. A Zuni 
Indian cannot seek to keep an intruder off his lands without repeating 
the words that many a coifed sergeant used when the fog hung about 
the eaves in Westminster Hall and Sir Thomas More could still sing 
in his garden at Chelsea. These principles are broader than the law 
and run into our going and coming, our buying and selling, and are 
evidenced in the older country by documents, monuments and build- 
ings that show us in plain and convincing ways the impressive con- 
tinuity of a people's life. - These things are above curiosities and do 
not depend tor savor upon the antiquary, but are the hardy, venerable 
signs of rights we now enjoy and practise. 

There is to our hands, for study and information, a treasure of 
history across the sea that touches our life at a dozen points and has 
helped us all because in the newer Country we have usec it in building 
up, not necessarily nor only the statelier edifices of public matters, but 
the stout, homely roof-tree that covers quiet hearths, the myriad 
forges of our country’s armor. Kings make wars, ministers make 
treaties and historians embellish both with written fame, but peoples 
go on untrumpeted and steady, pushing here and imbedding there 
such great roots as weave foundations for the world to build upon. 
The roots of our economy and law stretched hither frorh across the 
sea, and what has borne the burden so well and given us so many 
benefits is proper for our interest and study. This interest and study 
can bear fruit here and today in the land that has sheltered men of 
all races and creeds to wax strong and prosperous, not by any accident 
or by spontaneous marvel of excellence, but because they have found 
principles, rules and practises, old but indomitably young, that have 
to show us so picturesque a garb of history that, if we choose, we 
may delight and profit in their acquaintance.

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Transvaal, has been called upon to form the 
first union ministry cabinet. What a marvelous change is this! 
Union and peace will néw be found where a few short years ago were 
division and conflict. When kept apart by anger and torn by war, 
neither Boer nor British colonies could make any satisfactory 
advance; but, brought into friendly relations and held together by 
bonds of commontinterest in this new union, progress and prosperity 
are now in sight of all. 

Affairs are taking their natural course in the selection of General 
Botha to form the ministry. His career has been remarkable and 
steadily forward. “Something over ten years ago Louis Botha was 
an ordinary member of the Transvaal ‘Volksraad. His courage, 
energy and inborn generalship raised him to the command of the 
Transvaal forces, and under his leadership they struggled bravely for 
two years against the great power of the British empire. His fore- 
sight in perceiving the inevitable end and his wisdom in a formal 
surrender that preserved the political cohesion of the Boers mace 
him their acknowledged guide. Within five years from the declara- 
tion of peace he was prime minister of the Transvaal. In office he 
has been a statesman first and a party leader‘afterward. This is the 
verdict of unprejudiced observers. It may be confidently expected 
that he will get together a strong and well- balanced ministry. There 
are big questions of\constructive development to be considered. To 
these he will bring a well-grounded confidence that he and his coun- 
selors can work them out to a successful end and to the glory of a 
grand new nation. 

The formation of this upion marks another long forward step 
of the British empire, which will now include four nations—insular, 
Canadian, Australian and African. Allied with these are India and 
the separated colonies. Thus seems about to be realized the dream 
of Sir John Macdonald—many dominions with one flag, one fleet 
and one throne. ,
